OPS PROPOSAL AWAITS FINAL | 
ACTION BY PRICE DIRECTOR | 


Action on Plan for Solution of Soybean Meal, Oil Prob- 
lem Delayed by OPS Concern With Steel 
Wage-Price Crisis

WASHINGTON—A plan to boost 
the soybean oil meal ceiling to $88 
ton, bulk, Decatur, this week was 
awaiting final action in the Office of 
Price Stabilization 

Food price division officials of OPS 
recommended that the $14 increase in 
the soybean meal ceiling be author- 
ized, and the recommendation was on 
the desk of Ellis Arnall, price direc- 
tor, awaiting his action. 

However, no final action was eX- 
pected before the coming week be- 
cause the steel wage-price problem 
was taking first attention of OPS 

The plan for soybean meal would 
include a reduction in and simul- 
taneous suspension of ceilings on soy- 
bean oil and other edible fats and 
oils 

Recommendations Outlined 

OPS officials explained to Feed- 
stuffs that their recommendations in- 
cluded the following details: 

(1) Decontrol would be ordered for 
hides, kips, calfskins, wool, wool tops 
and burlap. (2) Edible oil and fat 
ceilings would be revised and reduced 
to the following levels: Soybean oil, 
1642¢ Ib.; cottonseed oil, 18¢; corn 
oil, 19¢; lard, 17¢. Reductions also 
would be made in the existing ceilings 
for tallow, grease and soap stocks. 
Simultaneously with the revision of 
these ceilings, OPS would suspend 
the revised ceilings with a provision 
in the order that if and when these 
commodities reached the new ceiling 
levels, controls would be automatically 
reinstated. (3) The soybean oil meal 
ceilings would be boosted to $88 ton, 
bulk, basis Decatur 

Virtually all activity at OPS came 
to a halt this week as the steel wage- 
price controversy dominated the at- 
tention of policy officials. This condi- 
tion ruled out any immediate action 
by the price director on plans submit- 
ted to him by the food division to 
remedy the soybean meal problem 
now prevailing in the feed industry. 

The planned action outlined above 
was to be the first adjustment of con- 
trol policy under the decontrol for- 
mula which was promised for the 
Senate Banking and Currency Com- 
mittee this week. OPS had planned to 
get out a complete package announce- 
ment of its decontrol policy and 
these specific actions before the close 
of business this week 

However, the steel-wage price crisis 
stymied these plans, and it was 
thought that nothing would be done 
before Mr. Arnall returned to Wash- 
ington April 8 

There were rumors that Mr. Ar- 
nall had consulted with Charles F 





Brannan, secretary of agriculture, 
and rejected the proposals of his price 
officials. This report was called in- 
correct. OPS price officials stated flat- 
ly that as of the the

OPS price officials’ decision on soy- 
bean oil meal and the other commodi- 
ties was made over a weak protest 
from the U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture, which answered a forma] let- 
ter of consultation from OPS in a not 
too emphatic manner. The USDA let- 
ter, generally unfavorable to the OPS 
recommendations, was not considered 
convincing or persuasive. OPS 
said that the letter ended on a rela- 
tively weak note, stating that, after 
all, the decision was the responsi- 
bility of OPS and not of USDA 

It had been thought possible that 
USDA might assert itself at top gov- 
ernment levels and halt approval of 
OPS plans

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USDA Imposes Quarantine Curb 
on Canadian Screenings Imports 


WASHINGTON—tThe U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has extended 
its restrictions on imports of mate- 
rials suspected of carrying germs of 
hoof and mouth disease from Canada 

In addition to hay and straw, which 
were previously halted at U.S.-Ca- 
nadian border points, the USDA has 
added the restriction that all grain 
screenings must be held in U.S. quar- 
antine points for a period of at least 
90 days before they will be per- 
mitted for use in products within the 
US. 

USDA officials say they have no 
further plans to run down and halt 


the use of screenings :which previ- 
ously have entered the U.S 

The order imposing restrictions on 
screenings has been issued in the 
form of a supplement to Order No 
371 which imposed the embargo on 
hay and straw. 

USDA officials say that air- 
mail letter of clarification left Wash- 
ington March 28 to western ports of 
entry, such as International Falls 
and other points. They declared that 
the restriction on screenings had been 
part of the original quarantine re- 
striction on hay and straw and that

Sales of other items on the domes- 
tic price list during this period in- 
cluded 14 million pounds of nonfat 
dry milk solids, 353,686 bu. wheat, 
1,275,968 bu. oats and 314,685 bu. 
barley. 

The April 1 CCC domestic price list 
includes the following minimum 
prices: Wheat, No. 1 hard winter 
$2.74, Kansas City, No. 1 dark north- 
ern spring $2.76, Minneapolis, and No 
1 red wheat $2.79, Chicago; No. 3 
yellow corn $1.95 Chicago, $1.86 Min- 
neapolis, $1.93 Kansas City; No. 3 
oats 99¢ Chicago and 95¢ Minneapolis. 

Wheat, oats and barley are offered 
for export sale at the market price 
on date of sale at point of delivery, 
provided delivery takes place within 
15 days unless otherwise agreed upon.

Anthrax Outbreak Results in New 
Curbs on Imported Bone Meal Use 


CHICAGO—In steps designed to 
solve the anthrax problem, both Illi- 
nois and Ohio moved against the use 
of imported bone meal in manufac- 
tured feeds this week following in the 
pattern of Indiana last week. 

In an order dated April 2, Roy E 
Yung, director of the department of 
agriculture, Springfield, Ill, prohibit- 
ed the use of a foreign imported bone 
meal in any commercial feedingstuff 
in the state and the sale or use of 
any commercial feed containing im- 
ported bone meal. Since the disease 
has been traced to bone meal im- 
ported from Belgium, rather stiff 
measures were taken against that 
product. 

Illinois prohibits the sale or use in 
the state of any commercial feed, 
mineral feeds, animal proteins, in- 
cluding meat scraps and tankage, and 
blends of protein produced as feed 
for swine, cattle or sheep after Feb. 1 
if said feed contained any imported 
bone meal from a Belgian source. 

Also, the recall of any such prod- 


manufactured after Feb. 1, is pro- 


vided for in Illinois. 
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Another provision in the Illinois 
order called the use of new bur- 
lap, cotton or paper bags, or cleaned 
and sterilized fumigated burlap 
or cotton bags, except with those 
products delivered in bulk, for for- 
mula feeds 
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Textile Bag Manufacturers Assn., 
Chicago, emphasizes that the Illinois 
order concerning used bags should 
not be construed as a permanent re- 
striction. He says that he has been 
assured by Illinois officials, who real- 
ize the importance of used bags to 
the feed industry, that as soon as it 
is feasible, the order will be lifted. 

Mr. Frey says that a meeting of 
representatives of the bag industry 
is scheduled for April 7 in Springfield, 
Ill.

The Two That Grew Up Together 
By Robert G. Houghtlin 





MONG the important industries serving agriculture are two whose des- 
A tinies are closely entwined. Although one is considerably younger 
than the other, its growth during the past decade has closely paralleled 
that of the older. Many skeptics stated that one was a war baby and the 
other would sink back to its former stature following the cessation of hos- 
tilities. Actually, the present formula feed industry and the soybean process- 
ing industry have confounded the so-called experts in making their greatest 
forward strides since the war. Soybean oil meal production has tripled since 
1941, while formula feed tonnage has 
more than doubled during the same 
period 

It is no mere coincidence that the 
period of greatest formula feed ex- 
pansion and the development of the 
soybean processing industry has co- 
incided. Without the huge supplies of 
the versatile, high quality soybean oil 
meal product (now totaling some 5.5 
million tons per year), the formula 
feed expansion would have been im- 
possible. On the other hand, without 
the market which the feed manufac- 
turers provided for soybean oil meal, 
the soybean industry could never have 
reached its present status. 

From soybean processing two pri- 
mary products are obtained—-soybean 
oil and soybean oil meal. The meal 
fraction comprises more than 80% of 
the total end products produced. Thus, 
it was clearly evident to the early 
processors that volume markets for 
meal would have to be established 
if soybean processing was to be ex- 
panded. These markets would have 
to furnish a steady year-round de- 
mand, as soybean processing, to be 
profitable, is a continuous operation 
The outlet that appeared best 
qualified to meet these requirements 
was the formula feed industry 

Fortunately for us, progressive 
formula feed manufacturers did start 
using soybean oil meal and today ap- 
proximately 85% of the soybean oil 
luction is incorporated into formula feeds. Soybean oil meal, if used 
all formula feeds produced, would comprise 14 to 15%

Our Soybean Research Council and 
the Nutrit ; cil of the American Feed Manufacturers Assn. are now 
collaboratir ew processing qualities and techniques for improving this 
important Research avorkers at universities, experiment stations 
and nstitutions have all played an important part in placing 
soybean oil mea its present enviable position. 

The more recent developments of antibiotics, the vitamin B, complex 
supplements and others have served to further improve the proper utiliza- 
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tion of soybean oil meal and to increase its importance in the balanced feed- 
ing program. 

In discussing the growth of our industry, it is also important to call to 
attention the fact that research has been ingportant in establishing markets 
for soybean oil. This product, which was onte considered only a poor paint 
oil, is now sending some 90% of its volume imto edible fields, such as short- 
ening, margarine, salad oils, etc. Modified scybean oil is also considered a 
fine industrial product and no longer carries the tag, “low quality paint oil.’ 

Then, too, it would be folly to overlook the strides which have been 
made in producing the present day high quality soy flour and the multitude 
of special products which are being used in the food and industrial fields 
Although not as important volume-wise, they all help the processor to pay 
a fair price for soybeans, without which there would be no soybean process 
ing industry.

HY are the destinies of the formula feed and the soybean processing 
industries closely entwined? 

It is my belief that balanced feeding is the only solution to maintaining 
and improving the health and welfare of the American people. As our popu- 
lation grows, we must exact the maximum utilization from each acre of 
our farm lands. More meat, milk and eggs will be needed, and properly bal 
anced feeding operations will be a must to insure sufficient food production 

Better feeding practices will increase the demand for high quality pro- 
tein and balanced supplements. The production of soybean oil meal, which 
now supplies 14 to 15% of the total feed formulas, will have to be increased 
as, with better feed utilization, the demand for formula feed will improve. 

It undoubtedly is true that better protein utilization and a further im 
proved soybean oil meal product might reduce the amount of protein required 
in individual feed formulas. However, if we ever approach Utopia, insofar 
as balanced feeding is concerned, there will of necessity be a tremendous 
increase in the demand for high quality protein and for balanced feeding 
supplements. 

I think the future for the formula feed industry and its most important 
protein supplier is very bright, indeed. The increasing demand for meat, milk 
and eggs must be satisfied. 


FORMULA FEEDS: HOW’S BUSINESS? 








Formula feed business showed little, if any, improvement this week as the 
expected expansion in demand still failed to develop. Further gains in starter 
feeds for chickens and turkeys were noted, but no boom was yet underway, 
creating a feeling of uneasiness about future spring prospects in some areas. 
Unsatisfactory product and feed price ratios are still the major barriers to im- 
proved buying, with unseasonable weather, bad roads and the anthrax prob- 
lem also contributing to the situation. Ingredient market news was highlighted 
by a jump in screenings prices because of the ban on imports of this product 
from Canada and a boost in linseed oil meal quotations to new ceiling prices. 
The index of wholesale feedstuffs prices gained nearly two points, due primar- 
ily to the advance in linseed oil meal prices, to 277.1 in the week ending 
April 2. The feed grain index was about unchanged at 259.1. (Ingredient de- 
tails on pages 74-77.)

The intimation of formal PMA ac- 
tion regarding maximum tolerances 
for high moisture wheat is found in 
the communication to the state chair- 
men which says in part, “Some South- 
west terminals have reduced the 
moisture content of all wheat in stor- 
age to 13% moisture either by dry- 
ing or blending with the result that 
they have experienced very little 
trouble with germ damage or sick 
wheat and much less insect infesta- 
tion. 

“A group of country elevators in 
northeast Colorado mutually agreed 
last year to accept no wheat with 
more than 13% moisture. After re- 
fusing some deliveries as low as 13.1% 
moisture, farmers became concerned 
and controlled the use of combines 
to harvesting wheat only when it was 
dry enough for delivery. The result 
was no sick wheat.” 

Going further this letter to the 
PMA state chairmen stated, “Seri- 
ous consideration is being given to 
the amendment of the 1952 wheat 
price support program to make stif- 
fer requirements for moisture content 
in many or all regions in order that 
these conditions may be corrected and 
to prevent insofar as possible con- 
demnation of wheat by the Food & 
Drug Administration. If it is deter-

Cleanliness Problem Reviewed 

At the meeting of the grain co- 
operatives, FDA Deputy George Lar- 
rick reviewed the whole problem of 
cleanliness in grain and flour which 
the agency has been developing for 
many years.

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Research Findings Outlined at 
Kentucky Nutrition Conference 


LEXINGTON, KY.—Some of the 
newer findings and recommenda- 
tions in animal nutrition were out- 
lined for feed men at the recent 
Animal Nutrition Conference at the 
University of Kentucky 

Thirteen states were represented 
among those attending the two-day 
conference, held March 26-27. Pres- 
ent for the event were feed manu- 
facturers and distributors, experi- 
ment station research scientists, 
representatives of industrial re- 
search councils and laboratories and 
State feed departments, and officers 
of national and state feed associa- 
tions. 

Information was presented on 
feed supplies and livestock numbers 
and on feeding methods that pro- 
duce more meat, milk and eggs at 
lower costs. 

One of the points brought out 
was that stock raisers and feeders 
should be thinking about more effi- 
cient methods of breeding and feed- 
ing in order to be able to meet any 
possible drop in food prices. 

Walter C. Berger, president of 
the American Feed Manufacturers 
Assn., Chicago, stressed the need 
of more efficient feeding, not only 
in anticipation of lower livestock 
prices, but also to produce food for 
1 hungry world. He said the popula- 
tion of the U.S. has increased 25% 
in 20 years, and the average consump- 
tion per capita is 13% more red meat, 
35% more poultry and 33% more 
eggs. Consumption of dairy products 
has dropped 3%, due largely to the 
eating of less butter 

More Stock to Feed 

Total feed supplies in 1951 were 
177 million tons, compared with 136 
million tons before World War II, 
and animal numbers were 182 million 





head in 1951, compared with 152 mil- 
lion before the war, Mr. Berger said. 
Mr. Berger's observations included 
an indicated 10% drop in this spring's 
pig crop, with hogs going to market 
at lighter weights, and 3 to 5% fewer 
chicks brooded this season. Broiler 
and turkey productions are moving 
up, stimulated by red meat prices. 

A brief mention of anthrax out- 
breaks in Ohio, Indiana and Illinois 
was included in the address of the 
president of the national association 
of feed manufacturers. He said it 
was thought that anthrax spores had 
been introduced in bone meal import- 
ed from Belgium. No cases had been 
reported in Kentucky at the time of 
the meeting, although there are a few 
cases in this state about every year. 

Dr. W. P. Garrigus, head of animal 
industry at the University of Ken- 
tucky, expressed fear that cattle men 
might be in for the same treatment 
as hog men are undergoing. He said 
there are 2% beef animals per cap- 
ita population in the U.S., and that 
meat animal numbers are increasing 
faster than population. He added his 
voice to that of Mr. Berger in advo- 
cating increased efficiency in breed- 
ing, selecting and feeding livestock 


How Antibiotics Help 

How feeding of antibiotics speeds 
up animal gains and increases profits 
was reviewed by Dr. Damon Catron 
of Iowa State College at Ames and 
by Dr. W. W. Cravens of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin. 

Principal ways in which antibiotic 
feeding affects hogs are in the control 
of disease and increased gains, ac- 
cording to Dr. Catron. They work 
best in pigs weighing up to 100 Ib., 
and after 125 Ib. did less good in 
extensive tests in Iowa 

A general conclusion was that feed-

Antibiotics are compounds devel 
oped to combat diseases of man and 
animals, Dr. Cravens said in a talk 
on the use of this drug in feeding 
poultry.

In feeding poultry, the principal 
value of antibiotics is to stimulat 
growth. Those commonly used, ac 
cording to Dr. Cravens, are penicillin 
aureomycin, bacitracin and terram) 
sin. 

As with hogs, antibiotics are most 
effective when fed to young chickens 
and turkey poults. The growth rat 
of chickens may be increased about 
10% and that of poults 1 
Dr. Cravens brought out. After the 
age of eight weeks, antibiotics have 
little effect in poultry, he said. Lay

amino acids. When the protein is bro- 
ken down in the body through the 
action of digestive enzymes, the 
amino acids contained in the protein 
are released and absorbed into the 
body, he explained 

At least 12 of the 22 or more known 
acids must be supplied in 
chicken rations, according to Dr 
Cravens. The most efficient protein 
for chicks would be the one which 
contained proper amounts of all of 
the essential amino acids. Unfortu- 
nately, he noted, in actual practice, 
most single protein feedstuffs do not 
carry adequate amounts of the essen- 
tial amino acids and therefore it is 
to combine two or more

The relationship between proteins 
in practical feeding is termed the 
supplementary relation of protein 
For example, corn gluten meal is low 
in lysine and tryptophane but is rich 
in isoleucine. On the other hand, beef 
blood meal is rich in lysine and 
tryptophane but is a poor source of 
isoleucine. Either of these feedstuffs, 
when used alone, Dr. Cravens ex- 
plained, fails to give good growth, 
but when combined they do all right 

Another example cited by Dr. Crav- 
ens is that of soybean oil meal and 
sesame meal. Soybean oil meal is low 
ir. methionine and rich in lysine, while 
sesame meal is a good source of meth- 
ionine but low in lysine. When each 
supplement is fed alone, poor growth

For best chick growth, the ration 
should contain at least 20% protein, 
Dr. Cravens said, up to eight weeks 
of age, and then about 16%.

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Exporters Warned 
Against Mixing U.S., 
Canadian Wheat 


Exporters of flour and wheat last 
week received from the Commodity 
Credit Corp. a warning that export 
payments on wheat and flour under 
the International Wheat Agreement 
ire applicable only to wheat grown 
in the U.S. The government agency, 
which makes subsidy payments to ex- 
porters to enable the U.S. to fulfill 





its IWA obligations, pointed out that 
the subsidy funds cannot be applied 
to export of Canadian wheat brought 
into the U.S. and milled or exported. 

The CCC letter pointed out that 
considerable Canadian feed wheat has 
come into the U.S. under the duty 
applicable on wheat described as “un- 
fit for human consumption.” Should 
any of this wheat be mixed with 
wheat grown in the U.S. and the mix- 
ture exported either as grain or flour 
no export payments would be made 
thereon. 

If any payments have been made 
in such circumstances, the exporters 
are urged to notify CCC immediately 
and make the necessary arrange-

For some time trade and custom 
reports have indicated large move- 
ment of Canadian feed wheat to the 
U.S. and trade comment indicated oc- 
casional appearance of this wheat in 
a mixture with U.S. wheat. The regu- 
lar duty on wheat is 2l¢ bu. On 
“wheat unfit for human consump- 
tion” it is 5% ad valorem. 

Trade indications have been that 
the Bureau of the Customs had ruled 
that once the wheat was imported 
under the classification of feed wheat 
no further check was maintained on 
its distribution or use. Apparently in 
this ruling, the customs officials took 
the position that the difference in 
wheat duty was a variation based on 
quality and grade of the product and 
not on the purposes for which it was 
to be used by the importer. 

Some exporters recently have been 
inserting in their contracts for pur- 
chase of wheat a clause requiring 
that wheat delivered on the contract 
must be of U.S. origin. This step has 
been taken as. a protection to the 
actual exporter in the matter of the 
subsidy payment. 

The text of the CCC letter to ex- 
porters follows: 

To: Exporters of Wheat and Wheat 
Flour under the International Wheat 
Agreement. 

The Commodity Credit Corp. makes 
export payments on wheat and flour 
exported from the U.S. under the 
terms of the International Wheat 
Agreement. These payments are made 
pursuant to the Authority conferred 
by Public Law 421, 81st Congress, 
and are for the purpose of (a) en- 
couraging the sale and exportation 
by commercial exporters of wheat and 
flour produced in the U.S., and (b) 
obtaining the benefits and fulfilling 
the obligations of the U.S. under the 
IWA. 

The Wheat Agreement Terms and 
Conditions issued by the CCC on June 
11, 1951, under which export pay- 
ments are made include the following 
definitions: 

“571.183 Wheat. ‘Wheat’ means 
wheat grown in the U.S. and as de- 
fined in the Official Grain Standards 
of the U.S. The quantity of wheat ex- 
ported which is eligible for export

SACRAMENTO, CAL.—Tests con- 
ducted by Prof. Agnes Fay Morgan 
of the home economics department 
of the University of California Col- 
lege of Agriculture at Berkeley show 
that turkeys fed high vitamin E diets 
stay fresh longer in cold storage

down in the birds during cold stor- 
age, the tests showed.

Number of Potential 
Layers on Farms 
Shows Increase 


WASHINGTON The Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics reports that 


potential layers on farms Jan. 1 to- 
taled 423,225,000—3% more than a 
year earlier. (Figures on potential 
layers include hens and pullets of lay 
ing age plus pullets not of laying age.) 

About 92% of the potential layers 
were in laying flocks on Jan. 1 
and the remaining 8% were pullets 
not of laying age 

With egg prices relatively low dur 
ing 1950 followed by a sharp drop 
from December, 1950, to January 
1951, farmers expressed their inten- 
Feb. 1, 1951, to buy 4° 
chicks in 1951 than in 
1950. However, prices received by 
farmers for eggs increased during 
the 1951 hatching season in contrast 
to the usual! seasonal decrease, which 
encouraged farmers to raise consider- 
ably more pullets for laying flocks 
than they had intended in February 
1951. Continued higher egg prices dur 
ing the last half of 1951 influenced 
farmers to hold their pullets and 
most of their hens. By Jan. 1, 1952 
the number of pullets was up 6% 
from a year earlier and hens were 
down only 1% 

Commercial hatchery chick produc- 
tion during the first five months of 
1951 was 12% larger than during the 
corresponding period in 1950 and 
only 1% less than the 1943 record 
high output. This near record chick 
output reflected the strong demand 
for chicks for farm flock replace- 
ments, together with a record demand 
for commercial broiler chicks. Chick 
production during the last half of 
1951, mostly for commercial broiler 
production, was at a record level. To- 
tal output of chicks in 1951 was 16% 
above that of 1950 and 10% more 
than the previous record high hatch 
in 1945

Alfalfa Arrivals 
at Kansas City 
Continue Liberal 


Arrivals of baled alfalfa at Kan 
sas City continued fairly liberal dur

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Watch Out for “Danger Signals”’ 


The Alert Feed Dealer Is Always on the 
Lookout for Indications That Some Im- 


HEN the feed dealer is driv- 

ing his automobile along a 

big highway at a consider- 
able speed and then suddenly sights 
red flags in the center of the road or 
at the sides, he quickly slows down 
because he recognizes the danger 
signals. At night, too, the sight of a 
red lantern on the road signifies dan- 
ger and he slackens his pace and is 
especially alert. 

In the feed business, too, there are 
danger signals, but they are not high- 
lighted by red flags or red lanterns. 
If they were, the dealer would have 
no difficulty in spotting them imme- 
diately and acting to remedy the 
situation. For example, if each time 
an item in stock were exhausted and 
needed re-ordering a red light would 
show at the spot where the item had 
been stocked, the dealer would not 
delay in handling the matter. 

But the red lights are not so ob- 
vious. They exist in inventory con- 
trol, in constant checking of stock, 
in proper warehousing. The dealer 
who knows what the signals are, will 
spot them immediately, and it is an 
excellent habit to be getting into. 

Today, numerous trade surveys 
made by wholesalers and manufac- 
turers throughout retail stores have 
revealed some facts which show why 
sales are being lost. These facts show 
that many retailers, including feed 
dealers, do not see the danger sig- 
nals quickly enough and do not act 
on them with dispatch. 

For instance, when a fast moving 
item is getting low, some retailers 
do not order additional stock quickly 
enough. Old stock is depleted before 
the new arrives, and customers asking 
for such stock are sometimes disap- 
pointed. Thus some sales are lost. A 
better stock checking system is need- 
ed. Obviously a fast moving item 
needs checking more often than a 
slow moving item, but surveys have 
shown that few dealers check stock 
differently, in relation to slow and 
fast moving stock. 

Dealers are hardly ever “out of” 
slow moving stock. It is always the

fast moving stocks that the dealer 
runs out of and loses sales on. 

Strangely enough, some of the sur- 
veys reveal that quite a few mer- 
chants do not let their sales people 
check stock, but prefer to do it them- 
selves. Thus the busy dealers some- 
times neglect stock checking duties 
and so fail to re-order on fast movers. 

Experts’ Advice 

The experts advise a dealer, as a 
rule, to locate surplus stock properly, 
mark warehouse locations, name and 
number bins holding stock, provide 
a master chart with these numbers 
and stock locations. If this is done, 
almost any employee can find stock, 
and, observing that it is low, notify 
the employer in case he doesn’t have 
an up-to-date stock control sheet. 

I have been in many feed stores 
when an employee would stick his 
head in the office door and say, “Boss, 
do we have any more——?” 

In other words, the employee didn't 
know, couldn't find out about the 
stock from anyone else except the 
owner. In such instances the owner 
was obviously trying to handle the 
stock control problem himself and 
had also failed to train his employees 
properly. The whole stock problem 
revolved around the dealer, and if he 
was busy at something else, then 
stock troubles piled up. 

Once a farm supply dealer took 
me through his warehouse and 
showed me his neatly marked stock. 
I noticed little piles of merchandise 
in the aisles. When I asked him what 
that merchandise was for, he said, 
“Oh, I put that out for the stock boy 
to take to the shelves. He's a high 
school lad and he’s pretty slow. This 
way he knows what stock he’s to 
bring out and he does it quickly. I 
like this daily stock checking job.” 


Slow Movers 


One danger signal which survey 
organizations have uncovered in some 
stores is that some merchants put 
too much merchandising effort be- 
hind slow movers. And just because

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one item in a line is a fast seller, 
they assume that a related item sells 
just as well and stock it just as heav- 
ily. The result is too much slow mov- 
ing stock. 

If some item of stock has been 
discovered to be a slow mover, and 
if it has been merchandised for a trial 
period with only a slightly higher 
turnover, then the dealer can assume 
that he can reduce stocks on such 
an item to a minimum. Only a good 
stock control system can show the 
dealer the truth in a matter like this. 

In order to supply customers with 
every item for which they ask, some 
dealers order in too much stock in 
an effort to broaden their lines. This 
is a mistake, You cannot handle 
everything customers ask for. How- 
ever, you can stock six to 12 little- 
asked-for items in a line, check stock 
movement on the lines and then at 





stocking all 12 items just because 
customers have asked for them. Those 
12 items may be notoriously slow- 
movers not worth handling. 

Another way to check on such 
stock is to query customers as to 
whether they ever have need for any 
of the 12 items you do not stock. By 
this method you can often learn if 
there is a potential demand for the 
product, and if there is, you need not 
hesitate to stock it. 

It is also a good idea to have a 
store plan layout where the display 
table locations are numbered. These 
same items can often be given the 
Same numbers in warehouse stock. 
Thus the matter of employees find- 
ing stock is greatly simplified, and 
the dealer, too, can check his reserve 
stocks easily. 


Sales Promotion 
There are so many dealers, too, 








“feel” merchandising (that is, stag- 
ing a sales promotion when the time 
seems ripe), the planned sales pro- 
motional program is consistently more 
effective. When you plan a sales pro- 
motion months in advance, you can 
time it seasonally, and you can also 
develop it much better than a pro- 
motion planned on the spur of the 
moment. Planned promotions often 
receive manufacturer support which 
increases their effectiveness. 

Check over the sales promotions of 
the past year. If a majority of them 
have been planned on the spur of 
the moment, this is a danger signal 
that you are not getting the most out 
of your sales possibilities. 

How about store and mill improve- 
ment? Do you have a plan for a two, 
three or five year improvement pro- 
gram? If you haven't this is a dan- 
ger signal that you haven't thought 
these matters through and have not 


need modernization and expansion 
within a five-year period, then you 
can plan the improvements step by 
step so that they can be accom- 
plished without disturbing the nor- 
mal flow of your business. Projects 
planned in this manner usually result 
in less confusion and are usually 
much more economical because all 
angles of cost have been carefully 
considered. 

There are other danger signals in 
feed store operation which may or 
may not be obvious to the alert deal- 
er. But one thing is certain: Just 
as a careful automobile driver always 
keeps his eyes open for possible dan- 
ger signals, the feed dealer should 
be alert to signals indicating improve- 
ments in operations are in order.

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Hogs Need Less Protein 
with Balanced Rations

ANY hog producers have been 
M getting good gains on their 
hogs the past two years with 
less protein in the rations than the 
amount that’s been recommended. 
What's the story here? What's 
wrong with the previously recom- 
mended protein levels? If hog pro- 
ducers can get good results with less 
protein, why were higher levels ever 
recommended? 
We believe that the protein levels 





recommended in the past probably 
were supplying, in addition to the 
protein (amino acids), other things 
the hogs needed too, such as water- 
soluble vitamins (vitamin By» and 
other B-complex vitamins) and trace 
minerals. Now new and important 
changes have come in hog feeding. 
During the past two years, feed 
manufacturers and feeders have been 
able to get new feed ingredients— 
antibiotics, vitamin B. and other B- 





vitamins. Adding these ingredients 
now is more practical and economical 
than to add the extra protein over 
what’s required in order to get the 
vitamins and minerals protein feeds 
carry.

Two Questions 

“Hog producers are now asking two 
big questions: 

1. Do the new 
ingredients actually 
in hog rations?

EDITOR'S NOTE: In the accom- 
panying article, Dr. Damon Catron 
and associates at Iowa State College, 
Ames, report on a re-evaluation of 
protein requirements of growing-fat- 
tening swine.

Six barrows were slaughtered from 
each of the four protein-level treat- 
ments, including those both with and 
without aureomycin. We measured 
back fat, body length, body depth 
and total per cent of lean in selected 
cuts to find out if there were differ- 
ences due to the different levels of 
protein or the presence or absence 
of aureomycin. 


What Was Found 

Results from our tests fall into the 
four weight periods of the pigs: (1) 
weaning to 75 lb.; (2) 75 to 150 Ib.; 
(3) 150 to 200 Ib., and (4) the total 
period from weaning to 200 lb. The 
results are summarized in the accom- 
panying table for each 
of the eight ration treatments 

Initial to 75 Ib. weight: Different 
protein levels had no pronounced ef- 
fect upon daily gains and feed intake 
either with or without aureomycin

75 to 150 Ib. weight: A protein 
level higher than 11% for pigs heav- 
ier than 75 Ib. did not stimulate fast- 
er growth either in the presence or 
absence of aureomycin. There were 
no significant differences in daily feed 
intake. 

We did find significant differences 
in feed required per 100 Ib. gain. 
Where no aureomycin was fed, there 
was a steady increase in feed effi- 
ciency as the per cent of protein was 
lowered. Again, this did not happen 
in the antibiotic-fed pigs where feed 
efficiency was relatively constant re- 
gardless of the protein level fed. 

Prolonged excessive looseness of 
the feces in the pigs fed higher 
levels of protein without the anti- 
biotic probably caused the accom- 
panying decrease in feed efficiency. 
No pigs fed the antibiotic showed 
this looseness. This, undoubtedly, 
would account partially for the great-

er feed efficiency in the antibiotic- 
fed groups. 

150 to 200 Ib. weight: During this 
period the pigs responded differently 
when fed the different protein levels 
—depending upon whether or not they 
got aureomycin. When aureomycin 
was in the ration, the amount of pro- 
tein didn’t make significant differ- 
ences in daily gains. But without 
aureomycin, the amount of protein 
affected the gains. The 8% protein- 
fed pigs failed to gain as fast as 
those fed more protein. 

The greater daily gain made by the 
pigs fed 8% protein rations with anti- 
biotic over those fed the same pro- 
tein level without antibiotic suggests 
that the aureomycin had a “sparing- 
like” effect on the protein. 

The amount of feed the pigs ate 
varied more during this period than 
in any other. The antibiotic in the 
ration did not, on the average, in- 
crease daily feed intake. But with 
aureomycin included in the ration, 
the feed intakes varied significantly 
over the range of protein levels 
The 8% protein antibiotic-fed pigs 
consumed more than a pound less feed 
per day than the pigs fed other pro- 
tein levels. None of the differences 
in feed required per 100 Ib. gain were 
significant in this period. 

Total period (initial to 200 Ib 
weight): The gains over the entire 
feeding period showed significant dif- 
ferences for the different protein 
levels only when the antibiotic wasn’t 
in the ration. When the antibiotic 
was fed, we found no significant dif- 
ferences in daily gains among the dif- 
ferent protein levels 

Based on the actual amounts of 
each ration consumed by the 32 pigs 
on each set of protein levels from 
weaning to 200 Ib., the total averages 
of protein consumed for the entire 
test were 16.6% for the 20-17-14% 
lots (see table); 14.7% for the 18-15- 
2% lots; 12.7% for the 16-13-10% 
lots; and 10.8% for the 14-11-8% lots 

Dressing percentage, body length, 
body depth and per cent of lean were 
not significantly influenced by the 
protein content of the rations nor by 
the absence or presence of the anti- 
biotic 

What It Means 

Under the conditions of our study, 
14% protein was adequate to balance 
the ration for weanling pigs. Con- 
trary to previous recommendations, 
higher levels of protein are more 
than pigs need when the rest of the 
ration is balanced.

supplied the pig’s protein needs from 
weaning to market. However, the 14 


and 11% protein rations were ade- 
quate up to 150 Ib. But 8% protein 
(corn, vitamins and minerals but with 
no protein supplement) without anti- 
biotic was definitely too low from 150 
to 200 Ib. 

However, in the presence of an 
antibiotic, the 14-11-8% (11% aver- 
age) combination produced gains 
equal to higher levels of protein. 
Therefore aureomycin, added at the 
rate of 10 milligrams per pound of 
ration, appears to have a “sparing- 
like” effect on protein at the lower 
protein levels. 

On the average, pigs receiving the 
antibiotic in their ration gained 0.12 
lb. more per day and consumed 23 
lb. less feed per 100 lb. of gain than 
the pigs not receiving the antibiotic. 

Although the 14-11-8% protein 
combination of rations with the anti- 
biotic gave results comparable to 
higher protein levels in this experi- 
ment, we are making a more conser- 
vative recommendation for average 
farm conditions. For weanling pigs 
up to 75 Ib., a balanced ration, in- 
cluding vitamin Bn, other B-vitamins, 
trace minerals and antibiotic, might 
more safely contain 14% protein; for 
pigs from 75 to 150 Ib., 12% protein, 
and from 150 Ib. to market weight, 
10% protein. 

If the hog producer has been feed- 
ing the higher levels of protein, the 
results of this research indicate that 
he can save from 79 to 117 Ib. of 40% 
supplement equivalent for every 240- 
lb. hog marketed. 

The proportion of protein or sup- 
plements fed also should depend upon 
the relative prices of protein and sup- 
plements. Research on such relation- 
ships is now under way.

VETERINARIAN REPORTS 
ON LIVESTOCK KILLERS 


URBANA, ILL.—A University of 
Illinois veterinarian says lead is still 
the number 1 chemical killer of live- 
stock in Illinois, although arsenic and 
poisonous plants cause their share of 
losses. Dr. R. P. Link says that most 
chemicals are safe enough when used 
according to directions, but careless- 
ness in using them leads to the loss 
of many animals each year 

Lead paints cause the majority of 
chemical poisonings, he reports. The 
paint never loses its poisonous effect, 
even though it has been on a board 
for 20 years. Animals licking or chew- 
ing the paint are likely to be poisoned. 
Two other sources of lead are dis- 
carded paint buckets and the lead 
plates of discharged storage batteries 
or dry cells.

BORDEN 1951 SALES 
REACH RECORD HIGH 


-—<>— 
Despite 16% Gain in Volume, Higher 
Taxes Cut Net Income to Low- 
est Level Since War 


NEW YORK-—Sales of the Borden 
Co. reached a record high of $732,- 
056,671 in 1951, a gain of 16% over 
1950 sales of $631,114,120, but higher 
taxes cut net income to the lowest 
level since World War II, Theodore G. 
Montague, president, reveals in his 
annual report to stockholders and em- 
ployees. The increase in sales reflects 
the higher prices of 1951 and, to a 
lesser extent, a gain in the company’s 
ovear-all sales volume, he said. 

Dollar sales of the Borden Food 

‘o., formerly known as the manufac- 
tured products division, rose sharply 
in 1951. Tonnage of products sold in- 
creased slightly and profits were less 
than in 1950 because of higher taxes, 
Mr. Montague said. 

The firm's net income of $18,080,- 
371 for 1951 represents a decline of 
10% from the previous year’s total of 
$20,147,073. The drop was fully ac- 
counted for by higher federal taxes 
on corporate income which exceeded 
those of 1950 by $3,300,000. Per share 
earnings in 1951 were $4.20, as com- 
pared with $4.69 the year before. 

The profit rate was 2.47¢ per dol- 
lar of sales, against 3.19¢ in 1950 and 
Borden's 20-year average of 2.97¢. 
Mr. Montague said this was the low- 
est rate of profit since 1944 when the 
return on sales was only 2.43¢. 

Federal and Dominion of Canada 
income taxes exceeded net income 
and were $19,128,541, or 22% higher 
than the $15,731,165 paid in 1950 

Dividend payments § aggregated 
$12,036,366, or $2.80 per share 
which was the same rate paid in the 
previous year. This marks the com- 
pany’s 53rd year of uninterrupted 
dividend payments. 

Year-end inventories were by far 
the highest in Borden's history, Mr. 
Montague said. ‘They amounted to 
$73,742,837, an increase of 34% over 
1950 which is the result of higher 
prices and larger quantities on hand 

With current assets of $155,123.- 
277 and current liabilities of $40,136,- 
066, Borden's had at the year’s end a 
balance of $114,987,211 as working 
capital—a ratio of 3.86 to 1. Reflect- 
ing both the growth of the business 
and the conditions of the times, work- 
ing capital was 8% above the peak 
attained in 1949, Mr. Montague said 
Added to working capital during 1951 
was about $12,800,000, the amount 
remaining from the sale of $60,000,- 
000 of 30-year 2% % debentures after 
deducting expenses of the issue and 
retiring all of the company’s prior 
long-term notes. 

During 1951, Borden’s spent about 
$16,300,000 replacing or adding to 
plants and equipment. Part of this 
total came from earnings, since de- 
preciation accruals were inadequate, 
Mr. Montague pointed out. The capi- 
tal expenditures budget for 1952 
amounts to $14,750,000, plus some 
$2,800,000 of unexpended authoriza- 
tions from last year.

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Leghorn pullets was off feed, and six 
birds had died in two days. In an ef- 
fort to control the disease, terramy- 
cin feed supplement was used in the 
mash. Grain feeding was stopped. In 
24 hours, the flock was much im- 
proved. Mash consumption increased, 
and no more birds died. The medica- 
tion was discontinued after the fourth 
day. 

A molasses flush for one day was 
also used in many local cases, be- 
cause it was felt that the molasses in 
the drinking water at the rate of 
one pint to four gallons of water 
helped to get the birds back on feed 
In most of our trials, stomachics and 
mild intestinal astringents were also 
added to the mash in addition to the 
antibiotics as aids to the affected 
birds in combating the blue comb 
Moist mash feeding can also be used 
in an effort to get more medicated 
mash into the sick birds. 


Non-Specific Enteritis 

Field experiments have also dem- 
onstrated the value of antibiotics in 
the control of the condition usually 
diagnosed as non-specific enteritis of 
poults. Some workers feel this is the 
same disease as blue comb. The same 
level of antibiotics in the mash as 
used for blue comb control seems 
quite effective in halting the disease 
in many cases. It will be impossible to 
properly evaluate the antibiotics for 
non-specific enteritis control until the 
disease is better understood and 
more easily diagnosed. At present, 
practically all cases of enteritis for 
which the exact cause is unknown 
are called non-specific enteritis. For 
this reason, we should not expect 
any one drug to be a control or cure- 
for all cases of so-called non-specific 
enteritis 

One typical case of non-specific en- 
teritis affecting a flock of 770 two- 
week-old poults was brought to the 
disease laboratory for diagnosis on 
Aug. 10, 1951. A total of 200 poults 
had died in the last few days. A for- 
mulation containing terramycin feed 
supplement plus stomachics and mild 
intestinal astringents was added to 
the mash. After 24 hours, the losses 
were cut to 15 birds. The flock made

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EDITOR'S NOTE: The author of 
the accompanying article is senior 
agricultural economist with the Co- 
operative Research and Service Divi- 
sion, Farm Credit Administration, 
U.S. Department of Agriculture. The 
article is the text of Mr. Rickey’s 
recently issued report on his study of 
bulk delivery of feeds. In the report, 
he outlines the development of bulk 
delivery, lists advantages and dis- 
advantages, and describes the equip- 
ment and methods used at 10 selected 
feed mills, all but one of which are 
cooperatively owned and operated. 
Mr. Rickey said the study was made 
in order to assemble information for 
feed mills to use in determining 
whether they should attempt to pro- 
vide bulk delivery and to help them 
adapt their system to local conditions 
if they decided to provide the service. 
While all but one of the feed mills 
visited by Mr. Rickey were coopera- 
tive organizations, he noted, problems 
and costs of cooperative feed mills 
are much the same as those of other 
mills and the information presented 
here should be of interest to feed 
mills in general.

stantial savings are effected in this 
way. Many farmers can use feed in 
bulk with similar savings but until 
recently little thought was given to 
handling feed otherwise than in bags. 

The traditional package has been 
the burlap bag holding 100 Ib. In re- 
cent years an increasing percentage 
of feed has been packed in cotton 
bags. For packages of 25 lb. or less 
paper has almost taken the field, but 
it has not proven popular in the 
100-lb. size. The price of bags in- 
creased until early in 195]—new bur- 
lap or cotton bags for a ton of feed 
cost $8 to $10 or more. In spite of 
“bag return” programs and careful 


handling, packaging has become a 
large item in the cost of feed to 
farmers. 


Delivering feed in bulk direct from 
mill to farm appears the most promis- 
ing method of reducing this part of 
feed costs. This method has definite 
limitations but where applicable it 
has been very well received. Bulk 
delivery not only simplifies the bag 
problem but under some conditions 
lowers the cost of handling feed in 
the mill and warehouse. Actual deliv- 
ery costs are usually lower. Feeders 
are practically unanimous in saying 
that labor saving and convenience 
right on the farm are the determin- 
ing factors for them. Large feeders 
find they can reduce their labor force 
Smaller feeders can handle larger 
herds or flocks or have more time 
for other work. One unforeseen fact 
that has developed is that an elderly 
or physically handicapped person can 
operate a good-sized feeding opera- 
tion without help if he does not have 
to handle 100-]b. bags of feed.

SUMMARY 


ANY feed mills are now providing bulk delivery 
Mice: from mill to farm. There is wide-spread in- 

terest in both the mechanics and economics of 
this operation 

This report traces the development of bulk delivery, 
considers advantages and disadvantages of this practice, 
and describes the equipment and methods used at 10 
selected feed mills, all but one of which are cooperatively 
owned and operated. 

Bulk delivery has assumed no set pattern. Each mill 
and methods adapted to its 
particular conditions and the needs of its patrons. The 
installations described in this report range from a home- 
made diversion spout to one costing nearly $70,000 

Detailed figures were obtained at four of the mills 
on the difference in mill costs for warehousing, loading, 
and delivering a ton of feed in sacks and in bulk. These 
are summarized as follows:

Most of the 10 mills priced feed in sacks higher than 
in bulk by the amount at which it charged sacks into costs 
in determining prices. At the time this study was made 
this amount varied from $5 to $8 per ton. Some of the 
mills allowed an additional discount on bulk feed, usually 
$1 per ton. 

Most of the mills had a bag return program. If a 
farmer returns, in No. 1 condition, 80% of the bags he 
receives, and no allowance is made for those damaged or 


not returned, his net cash cost for the use of the bags 
would vary from $2 to $3.88 per ton 

No attempt was made to determine if charges for 
bags represented actual] cost. Net cost to the mill for 
bags would vary with the bag market, operation of the 
bag return program, and mill policies, as well! as the kind, 
size and weight of bags used. Under any set of speeific con- 
ditions there is probably some subsidy either to bulk feed 
or sacked feed. In this study, it was assumed that actual 
costs would average the same as charges by mills 

Savings to the mills, other than cost of bags, ap- 
peared to be rather small. The actual packing is not an 
expensive operation. Labor and equipment costs for weigh- 
ing, sacking, and machine sewing a ton of feed in 100-lb 
bags will usually average between 10 and 50¢ 

Cash savings to farmers on bulk feed amounted in 
general to the net cost to them of the bags which would 
have been used if the feed had been packed in bags 
Farmers using bulk delivery were unanimous in saying 
that convenience and labor saved are the more important 
items that determine their preference for bulk delivery 

Bulk delivery users reported they would object strenu 
ously to going back to handling feed in sacks. Elderly 
and physically handicapped people have found they can 
have a good-sized feeding operation without extra help 
if they do not have to handle 100-lb. bags of feed 

The cost data reported in this study are based on sup 
plementing the equipment of mills built for packing feed 
in bags with the equipment and storage facilities needed 
for bulk delivery. When mills are built primarily for 
bulk delivery their costs for this system will be lowered 

Most mills will need to provide bulk delivery for 
large-volume feeds and packing arrangements to handle 
small orders and specialty feeds. It may prove feasible for 
some mills to confine operations to bulk feed and leave 
the smaller items for other mills 





to a mill. They provide the volume 
which helps a mill keep down operat- 
ing expenses per ton, which is to the 
advantage of all feeders. 

Mixed feeds are customarily priced 
with bags included. The miller adds 
this item to his other costs in de- 
termining his prices for feed. Bags 
therefore become a cost to the farmer. 
However, savings in the mill, made 
possible by delivering feed in bulk, 
are often overestimated. One man 
with an automatic scale and bag sew- 
ing machine can weigh, pack, and 
sew six bags per minute at a cost for 
labor and equipment of about 10¢ ton

ever, the equipment needed for han- 
dling feed in bulk in the mill may 
introduce offsetting costs. 

Even in mills fully equipped for 
bulk delivery, sacking equipment is 
still necessary to meet the require- 
ments of the small-scale feeder and to 
handle feed items not used in large 
quantities, such as calf starter or cer- 
tain medicated feeds. Bulk delivery 
becomes an additional operation 
rather than a substitute. 

A study of bulk delivery at the 
present time necessarily is concerned 
with mills where changes in and ad- 
ditions to plant and equipment have 





handled along with feed in sacks. If 
in the future, mills are built to handle 
bulk feed primarily, with sacked feed 
assuming a minor place, the relative 
costs of handling feed in bulk will be 
reduced. Likewise, bin storage for 
finished feeds will substitute for ware- 
house space rather than supplement 
it. In short, a mill built to handle 
bulk feed should be able to operate 
at relatively lower cost than one par- 
tially converted from a sacked feed 
operation 

While bulk delivery does not offer 
large savings to the feed mill under 
present. conditions, it does reduce 
farmers’ cost by the net amount

Development of Bulk 
Delivery 


While a few mills have been deliv- 
ering some feed in bulk for several 
years, this practice was mostly con- 
fined to scratch feed or whole grain 
and seldom included formula feeds. 
Common truck bodies were used or

special bodies were built without too 
much thought being given to meeting 
specific conditions. 

During World War II certain new 
feed mills had difficulty in obtaining 
bags and, turning to the idea of bulk 
delivery, studied the problems in- 
volved and developed equipment 
which did a satisfactory job. Farm- 
ers received the service enthusiasti- 
cally with the result that other mills 
added bulk delivery as a service to 
their patrons or to meet competition.

equipment had to be altered to meet 
varying conditions in different areas. 
Mills had to make alterations and 
additions in order to load the trucks 
efficiently. Farmers had to provide 
receiving bins which were accessible 
Many farm lanes had to be put in 
condition to hold heavy equipment 
Overhead wires or arch gates were 
raised and trees trimmed or removed 
All this has meant that bulk delivery 
has developed slowly. Mill surveys 
indicated that 60 to 80% of their 
patrons wanted bulk delivery, but 
when the mills had equipped them- 
selves for this service they found 
that only 20 to 25% were ready and 
able to receive feed in bulk. 

All of these difficulties led to a va- 
riety of experiences, but interest in 
the idea has spread to all parts of the 
country. The Cooperative Research 
and Service Division received many 
inquiries on how to organize a bulk 
delivery system for feed and its rela- 
tive merits. This study was made in

t of ingredients in mixed feeds. They 
fear that loading into the truck and 
then the bouncing caused by a road 
haul will cause lighter ingredients to 
work to the top of the load and re- 
sult in a feed that is not well mixed. 
Farmers want their feeds thoroughly 
mixed, particularly feeds for poultry. 
Mills are careful to see that a thor- 
ough job of mixing is done so as to 
produce a uniform product. Natural- 
ly, they want assurance that their 
feeds will be delivered in that condi- 
tion. 

The answer is that those who have 
had experience are satisfied. Farm- 
ers queried had no objections on this 
basis and feed-mill managers were 
unanimous in reporting that they 
had received no complaints. One mill, 
loading bulk cars, found some segre- 
gation when these railroad cars ar- 
rived at their destination, but after 
going through storage bins or onto 
and off trucks, careful examination 
of large numbers of samples showed 
that the slight amount of segregation 
had been corrected. 


Individual Mill 
Operations 


Mills adopting bulk delivery have 
planned their systems to fit in with 
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their mills and their operation and 
with local farm conditions. Descrip- 
tions of several of these systems are 
given in this report. In many cases, 
bulk delivery had not been in use 
long enough to justify obtaining fig- 
ures on cost of operation, but de- 
tailed costs for four mills are given so 
that an operator can judge about 
how costs would run under his par- 
ticular conditions. These are not giv- 
en as over-all costs but as differences 
in costs of handling a ton of feed in 
bulk or in sacks at the same mill 
under similar conditions as to length 
of haul and size of dump. 

Some of the less elaborate systems 
will be described first. These are lo- 
cated in the East or Midwest where 
bulk delivery is just getting under 
way. Different methods are being 
tried to meet local conditions and to 
keep investment down until the best 
methods have been determined.

In a_ broiler-producing area of 
northern Indiana a mill, in its own 
shops, made two truck bodies having 
hoppered bottoms and a chain drag 
operated by a power takeoff which 
pulls the feed to the back end of 
the truck. A portable elevator with 
wooden flights on a composition belt 
and mounted on rubber-tired wheels 
is trailed behind the truck. The ele- 
vator is operated by a light gasoline 
engine mounted on the trailer frame 
A hydraulic jack raises the elevator 
into position. When trailed, the ele- 
vator extends a long way behind the 
truck and could be a hazard to other 
traffic. Few of these portable eleva- 
tors are built strong enough to stand 
much hauling over the roads 

At the farm, the elevator is un- 
hooked from the truck, spotted, and 
raised to the proper position. The 
truck is then backed over the receiv- 
ing hopper of the elevator and the 
drag started at a rate which can be 
handled by the elevator. A 6-ton

Some have installed elevating 
equipment but others depend on the

trucks would have smaller orders 
and make more stops. 

Feed is priced delivered to any 
point in the county. Sacked feed 
prices are $5 ton over bulk, with 15 
cents paid for each sack returned in 
good condition. This leaves a $2 ton 
differential if all sacks are returned 
in good condtion or $2.60 figuring 
an 80% bag return. 

The trucks have single rear axles 
and have had no particular difficulty 
hauling the 6-ton loads over the roads 
of that area. No figures were avail- 
able on the cost of building the truck 
bodies. The elevator cost $450 com- 
plete with trailer mounting and gaso- 
line engine. 

This setup provides a relatively in- 
expensive method for getting the feed 
into elevated bins. Trailing the eleva- 
tor is bothersome and would prob- 
ably be impracticable for delivering 
to points more than a few miles from 
the mill. Overhead bins at the mill 
for temporary storage and loading 
trucks by gravity would save consid- 
erable time and increase capacity.

The association is planning a new 
feed mill and will make some pro- 
vision for this. This association used a 
commercial bulk truck body on a trial 
basis but considered the workman- 
ship poor and feared the loaded truck 
was top-heavy enough to be danger- 
ous, so returned it to the maker. 


MILL 8 
A local mill in Michigan has been 
using a commercial bulk truck for 
eight months. Patrons live within a 
radius of 10 miles and most of them 


within 6 miles. The mill does not 
warehouse feeds in sacks but runs 
them direct from the mixer into 


storage bins. The farmer brings in 
his own sacks. These are filled from 
the bins on a catch-weight basis and 
set on a large platform scale. Only a 
total weight is taken and bags are 
tied rather than sewed. The mill 
delivers very little of this feed 

When loading the bulk truck, feed 
is raised from the bins by a bucket 
elevator to a height where it can 
be dropped into the truck. Loads are 
weighed on a truck scale. There is 
little dairying in this area so only a 
small amount of dairy feed is sold. 
Most of the patrons are small farmers 
but have large poultry flocks 

The truck is in use about a third 
of the time. Fixed charges, therefore, 
make the per ton cost of the truck 
rather high but these were not cal- 
culated. Under this method the cost 
per ton of loading the truck would 
be less than for sacking the feed. 
The price of feed at the mill is the 
same and the delivery charge is just 
about enough to pay the costs. Pat-

Carloads going to individual feed- 
ers are usually unloaded with two- 
wheel scoop trucks and hand scoops 
bringing the feed to portable eleva- 
tors at the car door, which load the 
trucks. If the carload goes to one 
of the loca] stores, most of which 
have bulk storage and elevating 
equipment used in their regular mill- 
ing operations, the feed is unloaded 
in that way. Instead of loading 
trucks from a high elevator head, 
short elevators have been provided 
for delivering the feed onto a transfer 
belt, which in turn conveys the feed 
to a point only slightly above truck 
body height. This satisfactorily avoids 
segregation at this point. Delivery to 
the farm is in ordinary box bed or

If an average of 80% of the bags 
are returned, the allowance for bag 
returns would be $4.32 and the net 
discount $3.88. 

At the regional mill, a commercial 
bulk truck has been in use for sev- 
eral months. Deliveries are made to 
patrons of local stores within a radius 
of 60 miles. In loading, one man 
trips the automatic scale for the re- 
quired number of dumps. This re- 
leases a bag sewer and two men at 
the feed chute while loading bulk. The 
6-ton truck is loaded in 20 minutes 
The truck itself weighs 6 tons and has 
three compartments. The elevating 
screw on this particular truck ap- 
peared to be too small as it took 
nearly a half hour to discharge a load 
The bulk truck handles twice as 
much feed a day as do those deliver- 
ing sacked feed, but the trucks han- 
dling sacked feed make many more 
stops on the average. More than 30 
large feeders in the area are now 
using the service. Others are rear- 
ranging their feed storage and the 
number of users is constantly increas- 
ing. Another truck has been ordered 
to meet the growing demand

Another West Coast cooperative has 
been using bulk delivery for four 
years. Expansion has purposely been 
kept slow and expenditures held at a 
minimum. The management felt that 
the answers to many problems should 
be worked out before making exten- 
sive plant changes. Bulk delivery 


is now provided from six of their | 


mills serving all of the nine districts 
into which the association's territory 
is divided. During the past year the 
volume delivered in bulk increased 
from 14 to 30% of the total. With 
recent additions to the fleet the asso 
ciation now operates 15 bulk trucks 

The largest mill was arranged to 
handle only pellets in bulk but re- 
cently changes were made so that now 
mash also is handled in this way 
The cooperative built four bins to 


hold about 7 tons of feed each with 


long overhead conveyor belts from 
the pellet coolers and mash stock 
bins. From these bins the feed is 
taken to a hopper scale by a flat belt 
and flight conveyor. The scale dis- 
charges into the truck by gravity 
The scale will hold about 2,300 Ib. but 
the feed is usually weighed in batches 
of about a ton. There is about 50 
ft. of belt from storage bins to scale 
hopper so it is impracticable to get 
even weights when changing from 
one feed to another because of the 
amount of feed on the belt when dis- 
charge from the bin is stopped. At 
the time this study was made it took 
approximately 5 minutes to transfer 
a ton of feed to the scale and 3 min- 
utes to unload it into the truck. This 
meant that nearly an hour was used 
in making up a 7-ton truckload. Cost 
calculations are based on these fig- 
ures, but recent advice from the as- 
sociation is that the 7-ton trucks are 
now loaded with mash in 17 minutes

The various items of comparative 
costs connected with bulk delivery 
from this mill are considered below 


Sacking—Because of the small 
amount of storage space for bulkefeed 
it is necessary to refill the tanks fre- 
quently. While these are being filled 
the sacking crew can clean up around 
their station. If more storage were 
available there would be time enough 
to justify transferring them to other 
work or the bins could be filled by a 
small night crew. Because of this 
Situation there is no saving to be 
credited to bulk feed at this point 

Loading—With bulk feed the driver 
does the loading and his wages are 
included under truck costs. Eight 
tons can be loaded in 20 to 25 min. 
Sacked feed is loaded direct from 
the sewing machine or from tiers 
tipped from hand trucks in the ware- 
house. The cost of loading sacked 
feed will probably average about 20¢ 
ton. 

Branch Warehousing — About a 
fourth of the sacked feed is handled 
through branch warehouses. This 
probably adds two or three dollars a 
ton to costs on that part of the feed 
volume. However, most of this goes 
to small feeders who could not use 
bulk delivery so should not be con- 
sidered as a cost item in this com- 
parison 

Extra Plant Investments—The ad- 
ditions to the mill for handling bulk 
feed cost $19,000. Annual expense is 
calculated as follows

and sews the sacks and another takes 
them on hand trucks to the ware- 
house or directly to delivery trucks. 
When filling the bulk tanks, one man 
trips the automatic scale the re- 
quired number of times. A telescop- 
ing pipe lowered well into the tank 
reduces segregation of materials and 
cuts down the dust. The second man 
sets the tanks, checks their weights 
on a platform scale, and with the 
lift truck takes them to the ware- 
house or loads them onto the special 
truck 

The association now has two of 
these trucks. They will each hold six 
tanks but the usual load is three 
or four tanks and some sacked feed. 
These combination loads run about 
1 ton of sacked feed to every five 
tanks delivered. 

When delivering tanks only, one 
man will handle 40 to 60% more feed 
than a regular sack truck. 

To a basic feed price, $1 ton is 
added for bulk feed. For sacked feed, 
$8 ton is added for cost of bags. Bag- 
return allowance was at the rate of 
$6 ton. This makes bulk feed $1 ton 
cheaper if all bags are returned in

With annual delivery of 6,480 tons 
this equals $1.077 a ton. 

Since the flat-bed trucks haul both 
feed tanks and sacked feed it is diffi- 
cult to determine actual delivery costs 
per ton. Operating costs for a truck, 
including driver, is estimated at $20 
a day. A sack truck will average 16 
tons a day and a truck hauling tanks 
only, about 24 tons. This would be 
$1.25 ton for sacked feed and $.83 
ton for bulk feed or a difference of 
$.42 a ton. There also would be a 
saving in loading of probably 20¢ ton

Subtracting 
this 62¢ from the $1.077 for use of 


special equipment leaves the total 
delivery cost of bulk feed 46¢ a ton 
more than sacked feed. The farmer 
saves $2.20 per ton on sack costs as 
shown above. He enjoys the con- 
venience and labor saving of bulk 
feed and in addition has his feed stor- 
age provided for him by the mill. 
Members are well satisfied with the 
service and like this system. Capital 
investment is not excessive and oper- 
ating costs are moderate 


Operating Considerations 


From the discussion of the ar- 
rangements made at the mills studied 
it is evident that there is no one best 
way to meet the problems associated 
with bulk delivery. Operators stress 
that efforts have been made to adapt 
the system to conditions existing in 
the area served by each mill and to 
keep down costs until experience 
shows what is essential. 

It is not only a mill problem. A 
workable system requires properly 
adapted equipment at the mill, on 
the road and on the farm 


MILL EQUIPMENT 

Equipment at the mills visited va- 
ried from a simple truck loading 
spout from the mixer, to the rather 
complete system of storage tanks, 
scales, conveyors and work bins in- 
stalled by mill 7. Most of the mills 
were operating on a cut-and-try basis, 
condoning some inefficiency and high 
operating costs until they had a bet- 
ter idea of the volume of demand 
that would develop for bulk delivery 
and until experience had shown just 


what kind of an installation would 
best serve their purpose 
There are several factors to be 


taken into consideration in planning 
a system of bulk delivery. Before an 


installation can be designed intelli- 
gently an estimate of probable vol- 
ume must be made. This has been 


difficult to gage. For the present at 
least it appears that a feeder should 
use at least two tons of one kind of 
feed each two or three weeks for a 
good part of the year if he is to be

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of these trucks to full capacity. Truck 
chasses with dual rear axles will usu- 
ally take care of this and also add 
to dependability under adverse road 
conditions. At least one manufacturer 


cuts the dead weight of the truck 
by a ton or more by the extensive 
use of aluminum. Where the right 
formula aluminum alloy is used and 
careful engineering assures sufficient 
strength at all points, this is a de- 
cided advantage. 

The elevator mechanism should be 
carefully examined. Simplicity here 
will usually mean more dependabil- 
ity. Unnecessary gears and universal 
joints should be avoided. The screws 
or flights should not run at excessive 
speeds but should have ample capac- 
ity and should clean themselves al- 
most completely. 

Actual measurements of the height 
to which it will be necessary to deliv- 
er feed should be made before a truck 
body is purchased. The angle of dis- 
charge is also a factor here. Some- 
times the simplest way of reaching 
bin openings at the greatest height 
is to build up the ground a foot or 
two where the truck will stand. 

Provision for spotting the discharge 
should be such that the truck driver 
can do this by himself without get- 
ting into and out of the cab too many 
times. This can be a time-consuming 
operation. When not provided as 
regular equipment, many drivers have 
improvised mechanism whereby the 
unloading can be stopped or started 
from either the ground or the top of 
the truck. This should in all cases 
be a one-man operation 

Filling hatches should be water- 
tight for weather conditions where 
they will be used. Many will with- 
stand an ordinary rain but will leak 
during a storm. The place where, 
and the way in which the hinges are 
applied and fastened should be con- 
sidered from this angle. Hatches 
should be large enough to admit a 
man for inspection or repair work. 
The top of the tank should provide 
secure footing for the workman. 

In most places shelves or platforms 
along the sides of the tank will be 
found useful for holding a few sacks 
of feed or other farm supplies. They 
should have some protection from 
weather. If they are not used very 
much this protection can be provided 
by using small tarpaulins. If used 
frequently and in areas where rain- 
fall is heavy, permanent protection 
should be built in. This protection 
must consider direct rainfall, water 
running down the sides of the tank, 
and water splashed from the road 
and off the wheels. 

Where dump trucks can be used 
they are simpler and cheaper. Since 
these are open-top bodies it is neces- 
sary to lace a tarpaulin in place both 
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to protect the feed from rain and to | 


prevent blowing. They have the ad- 
vantage that they can also be used to 
haul sacked feed or other material 
There should be a small opening in 
the end gate through which the feed 
can be placed in a small dump when 
necessary. 

Where volume is small, ordinary 
box-bed truck bodies from which the 
feed must .be scooped may be the 
most economical. This type of equip- 
ment will be used in most instances 
where the feed is hauled by the 
farmer himself. 

There is on the market a combina- 
tion truck body which can be used 
for sacked or bulk feed and has con- 
veying and elevating mechanism 
which will deliver bulk material to a 
height of 10 or 11 ft. above the 
ground. By leaving off the elevating 
equipment, these trucks could be used 
in connection with portable elevators 
as described under Mill 2, which 
would elevate the feed to greater 
height if necessary. While some scoop- 
ing is required to get bulk feed to the 
outlets, they have the advantage of 
being usable for sacked feed also. The 
“tote box” system as developed by 
Mill 10, or modifications of this sys- 
tem, will require special truck equip- 
ment which in most cases can be made 
by local mechanics.

must be convenient if bulk delivery 
is to be most satisfactory. They must 
be located and arranged so that the 
feed can be moved readily from 
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truck to bin and so it can be with- 
drawn for feeding with a minimum 
of labor. In mild climates steel tanks 
standing out in the open are favored 
These are usually fully assembled 
at the factory and provision of an 
inchor foundation is about all the 
installation work required. They are 
set up on legs high enough so that 


feed carts can be filled through a 


gate in the bottom. Some means for 
protecting the feed from wind as it 
falls from the tank is often necessary. 
This may be anything from a perma- 
nent housing to old feed bags fas- 
tened in place. 

In many cases present feed rooms 
can be used advantageously. A water- 
proof hatch in the roof or high on 
a side wall provides a way for filling.

Feed carts or buckets can be filled in 
the feed room with a scoop shovel. 
Many old-fashioned bank barns have 
feed bins on a second or third floor 
that can be reached with bulk un- 
loading equipment. Some of the new 
three- and four-story poultry houses 
have bucket elevators to handle feed 
into high storage bins. The “tote box”’ 
system as used at Mill 10, or some of 
the many modifications of this, pro- 
vide convenient farm storage. 

Storage bins should have ample ca- 
pacity. For instance, if feed is to be 
taken in 4-ton lots the bins should 
be of 5- or 6-ton capacity so they can 
be refilled without letting them run 
practically empty. At the same time 
there should be no pockets where 
stale feed can collect. In scme con- 
verted feed rooms this will often 
mean moving some feed by hand be- 
fore refilling the bin. 

If the feed is delivered in large 
trucks, room to maneuver them into 
unloading positions must be provid- 
ed. Obstructions such as narrow pas- 
sages between buildings or trees and

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overhead wires or arches must be 
considered. The lane from main road 
clear to feed bin must be able to sup- 
port the trucks in almost any weath- 
er. Often the farmer will not think 
of some of these factors. One associa- 
tion found it desirable, when a mem- 
ber said he was ready for bulk deliv- 
ery, to have a truck go to his farm 
when it was on a trip nearby and 
see that all necessary conditions ex- 
isted, before sending out a load of 
bulk feed 

The opening for filling the bin 
should be as high as possible so that 
the full capacity of the bin can be 
used, but it must of course be within 
reach of the unloading equipment 
An extra foot or two of elevation can 
obtained readily by grading 
truck must 


often be

Feed should be as 
convenient to actual feeding opera- 
tions as possible and the method used 
for distributing the feed must be kept 
in mind. This may vary from direct 
spouts to mechanical feeders, to load- 
ing it into a truck for range feeding 
In this connection, an endgate seeder 
can often be used to distribute whole 
grain or pellets on the range with a 
great saving of time and labor. 

Most farmsteads can be adapted 
reasonably well to handling feed in 
bulk, but in planning new .farmsteads 
or changes in existing ones, careful 
thought should be given to feed stor- 
age from this angle 

Bulk delivery is developing rapidly 
The immediate question is one of 
adapting existing facilities at the mill 
and on the farm to this new method 
As new feed mills and farm buildings 
are planned and erected, this will un- 
doubtedly be kept in mind and more 
efficient operation will result. The 
way in which farmers are accepting 
bulk delivery indicates that it will 
find a definite place in our farm econ- 
omy. It will be interesting to watch 
developments and see just what this 
place proves to be.

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Several Years of Research, Marketing 
Effort Go Into Calf Formula Business 





Home of Calvita Calf Formula 


EVERAL years of research and 
marketing effort have gone into 
the growth of the National Vita- 

min Products Co. of Minneapolis and 
its Calvita Calf Formula. 

The story of the development of 
Calvita goes back to the war period 
when there was considerable empha- 
sis on greater milk production for 
human consumption. It was noted 
that the period of highest milk pro- 
duction came during the first six 
weeks after the cow's calf was born 
and that a good part of this produc- 
tion went to the calf, reducing the 
amount of milk available for human 
consumption. 

Roald A. Stanchfield, who now is 
manager of National Vitamin Prod- 
ucts, became interested in the devel- 
opment of a calf food which would 
produce a strong, healthy calf and 
yet save all of the cow’s milk during 
the period of peak production. 

Mr. Stanchfield, just turned 28 at 
the time, observed that there was 
considerable discussion of calf food 
and saving of whole milk for human 
consumption. And he decided to study 
the problem. 

He was active at the time in the 
business of his father, A. L. Stanch- 
field of Minneapolis, distributing by- 
product feeds such as soybean oil 
meal, linseed oi] meal and millfeeds. 
Starting when he was young, working 
after school and during vacations 
and full time after leaving the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota, he had a fairly 
complete knowledge of feeds and a 
smattering of nutrition, it has been 
pointed out. 


Experiments Begin 
So it was that experiments on baby 
calf feeding and calf nutrition began 
in earnest and led to the product Mr. 
Stanchfield now calls Calvita Calf 
Formula. Officials of the company 
note that several years of re-

search in the mill and on the farm 
went into the formula for a calf 
food which would completely replace 
whole milk in the calf's diet and still 
produce a strong, healthy calf. In ad- 
dition to the various nutrients in Cal- 
vita, the product now contains aureo- 
mycin which combats scours and 
colds in young calves. 

Sales of Calvita were at first on 
a “creeping” basis, company officials 
point out. But now, they say, after 
three years of marketing effort which 
has given many farmers an oppor- 
tunity to learn of the product and its 
use through feeding experience, sales 
are showing a marked increase. 

In addition to Calvita Calf Formu- 
la, Mr. Stanchfield developed what he 
called the “Spike” family of supple- 
ments for feed mixers. His firm also 
produces other products for the feed 
trade. 

Some years ago Mr. Stanchfield 
took time off from his calf feeding 
experiments to handle another prob- 
lem—changing over the state experi- 
mental flour mill which his father 
had purchased from the state of Min- 
nesota. The senior Mr. Stanchfield 
explains that a number of problems 
were encountered in the mill and 
that Roald Stanchfield successfully re- 
designed and remodeled the mill so 
that it produced 3,000 sacks of durum 
semolina or granular flour, plus by- 
product feeds, every 24 hours. The 
flour milling operation was halted 
when postwar conditions and the 
market situation made it unwise to 
continue, A. L. Stanchfield said. 

Now, as manager of the National 
Vitamin Products Co. Roald A. 
Stanchfield is concentrating much of 
his attention on Calvita Calf Formula 
and its distribution through feed 
dealers.

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Handling the Credit Problem 


Personal, Prompt Calls on Delinquents, a Stated 
Credit Policy, Cash Discounts, Credit Checks— 
All These Things Help in Handling the Problem 


By James Case 


NCE in a while a merchant 
gets a shock as he looks at his 
books and finds that the credit 


problem is getting out of hand. The 
number of delinquent accounts is 
growing, the slow-pays are increas- 
ing, and money generally is tied up 
for longer periods 

How can a feed dealer handle such 
a situation? How can he get his 
money in faster, so that he can oper- 
ate his business out of receipts rath- 
er than going frequently to banks 
for loans to tide him over? 





Here is what a retailer did in a 
midwestern state when he found his 
delinquent accounts increasing. He 
does not sell feeds, but he sells seeds, 
hardware, appliances, water systems, 
twine and many other items to farm- 
ers, and his experience is worth quite 
a bit. 

In the first place, this merchant 
employed a full time man whose duty 
it was to collect and also do outside 
selling. He paid the man a good salary 
and emphasized that he did not want 
him to neglect calling on people who 





owed the company money. In ad- 
dition, he paid the man a generous 
commission on all new and sound 
business secured 

The result of this policy was that 
within two months the list of de- 
linquent accounts had shrunk down to 
a very small number. And the out- 
side man was making contacts which 
helped him sell 

In trying to collect bills, the out- 
side man called on neighbors of the 
delinquent. In tactful and prudent 
talking with the neighbors, the col- 
lector usually learned quite a bit 
about the delinquent’s policies, in- 
come, habits, etc. And he was able to 
approach him at the right time to 
collect. The follow-ups were right on 
time, and the delinquents knew he 
meant business. Many of them paid 
up the first month, and most of the 
others settled the next month 

By calling on the neighbors of the 
delinquents the collectors got well ac- 
quainted with them, learned their 
farm supply needs and made quite 
a few sales the first trip. He got

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tips for follow-up calls, and generally 
did all right for himself. 

At the end of two months the bill 
collector had no collecting job, so to 
speak, and then he continued right on 
as outside salesman. Since that time 
he has handled the firm's collection 
problems promptly, because he gets 
out into the rura! territory regularly 
anyway 


Personal Calls Important 

If you talk to any feed dealer or 
banker or anyone who has trouble 
collecting money, they'll give you 
one answer on how to proceed—-name 
ly, call on the delinquent in person 
and find out why he can't pay. Then 
when you know why he can't pay 
find out his future ability to pay and 
work out a schedule of payments for 
the old account 

No feed dealer or other small town 
merchant has so many delinquent 
accounts that he cannot afford to 
take the time to go and visit each one 
of them. The quicker he goes after the 











money, the easier it is to collect 
When you make the personal call 
you learn the reason for not paying 
without any stalling. The latter meth 
od is all right for persons who have 
a large number of bad accounts. But 
for the average merchant, the per 
sonal ca cannot be beat 
The training which the feed dealer 
will get in tu o collect delinquent 
accounts is n rood training for 
him, too. He will thus learn to ap 
preciate how important it is to watch 
| credit. He will take care not t 
| grant credit to a farmer without first 
investigating his ability to pay 
One I ois tarm supply dealer 
| with whom I once talked stated that 
| the trouble with following up on de 
linquent accounts in rural areas was 


that by the time he took action, he 


often found out that the delinquent 
had sold his farm, or moved to anoth- 
er county or state, and then follow-up 


action was more difficult 
| “If only there was a way to get in 
touch with these fellows more quick- 
ly he moaned 

There is a way, and that is to 
make personal calls when the ac 
| counts get more than 45 days old 
|

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Between 45 and 60 days is the danger 
period, a lot of dealers tell me. The 
man who gets 50 days behind on the 
payment of a feed bill will run into 
more feed and other bills in another 
10 days, and then he may have quite 


a debt from 
under. 

To those dealers who insist on open 
accounts for heavy volume feed buy- 
ers, I don't see why they can’t print 
the following on their statements: 
“We Reserve the Right to Limit Cred- 
it to 30 Days Only.” I think that is 
much better than to say, “Bills be- 
come due and payable within 30 
days.” If you get those words, “Right 
to Limit Credit” on your statement 
and the invoice, too, then your terms 
are known and you can ask for your 
money the moment a bill becomes 
overdue 

The feed business has changed in 
the last 10 years to the extent that 
many dealers are now selling water 
systems, milk coolers, farm freezers 
and other farm and home appliances 
as sidelines. When the farmer wants 
to buy an appliance, these dealers 
finance the deal through a finance 
company or a bank if the farmer 
wishes credit. There is no arguing 
about these finance details. The farm- 
er is perfectly agreeable to it, and he 
gladly pays the finance charge 

On the other hand this same farm- 
er may buy $200 worth of feed from 
the dealer on open account and not 
pay for it for 30 or 45 days, or some- 
times longer, and the dealer says 
nothing. It is not consistent to insist 
on financing terms for an appliance

and then not do the same thing on a 
sizeable feed purchase. I believe the 
day is coming when the feed indus- 
try will be so well organized that the 
farmer who wishes to buy feed on a 
term basis will have to have the deal 
financed, too. 

Because finance companies are or- 
derly, businesslike and have a repu- 
tation for going after their money 
rapidly when due, they get paid quick- 
ly by most people who have contracts 
with them. In other words, the public, 
including farmers, has gotten into the 
habit of paying the way the finance 


company wants them to pay — on 
time 
But, because the feed dealer has 


been known to be easy in his grant- 
ing of credit and lax in his collec- 
tion methods, farmers have gotten in- 
to the habit of paying for feed when- 
ever they feel like it. And that sort 
of paying habit needs to be changed. 


Cash Discount 


In some parts of the country feed 
dealers are changing farmers’ pay- 





ing habits by offering a small dis- 
count for cash. I have talked with a 
number of these dealers who say that 
more farmers are taking advantage 
of the cash discounts. If enough deal- 
ers continue this practice, there is lit- 
tle doubt that it will make a stronger 
impact on the trade. 

One favorable trend is that many 
dealers now ask the feed account 
applicant for bank and personal ref- 
erences before letting him charge 
feed and other purchases. Some deal- 
ers even insist on such applicants 
filling out credit applications. Most 
certainly this should continue. The 
farmer should be made to realize that 
the feed dealer is not a banker; he 
cannot be expected to finance farm 
operations, which is what he is do- 
ing when he extends credit over long 
periods. 

The trend in retailing today is to 
pay cash or show evidence that one 
has the ability to pay. The average 
feed dealer appears to be perfectly 
willing to settle for the second point, 
namely, the ability to pay. But he 
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should stand firm against the fellow 
who steps up to the counter and says, 
“I want a half ton of poultry mash, 
and will you put it on the books?”-

U.S. wheat exporters. 

When the wheat pact was first 
advocated by USDA, it was asserted 
that subsidy payments under the pact 
would not amount to much more than 
$75 million annually, based on the 
then proposed smaller export quota 
from the U.S. However, under the 
larger quota and the high world 
prices which have prevailed for wheat 

in part attributable to the USS. 
wheat price support program—the 
annual wheat agreement subsidy has 
been costing the U.S. government 
$183 million. The present budget sub- 
mitted to Congress for approval asks 
an additional $183 million to finance 
wheat exports under the pact for the 
final year of the current agreement. 

While the exact nature of the Bu- 
reau of the Budget’s objection to the 
wheat agreement subsidy item is not 
known, it is not believed to be against 
the amount of money involved, but 
rather the allocation of the funds to 
the USDA budget. It is suspected that 
the Bureau of the Budget wishes to 
have the subsidy funds charged 
against the State Department instead 
of the farm program. The wheat pact 
has become more an instrument of 
foreign policy than a domestic farm 
policy tool.

Ask Higher Price 

WINNIPEG — Representatives of 
the Farmers Union organizations in 
the three prairie provinces, met with 
the federal cabinet in Ottawa recent- 
ly and argued for a higher price in 
negotiating the new International 
Wheat Agreement, which, if signed, 
will go into effect Aug. 1, 1953. 

Spokesmen for the Farmers Union 
delegation are asking that the ceiling 
price for wheat under the IWA be 
lifted to $2.35 bu. supplemented by 
carrying charges, and they are also 
asking that the floor price be raised 
to $1.85 bu. The current price is 
$1.80 (U.S. dollars), basis in store 
Fort William-Port Arthur. The cur- 
rent floor price is $1.30, and for the 
1952-53 crop year, the floor price will 
be lowered to $1.20 bu. 


WARMER WEATHER AIDS 
S.W. WHEAT PROSPECTS 


Warmer weather, more seasonal in 
character, has prevailed over the 
southwestern wheat belt in the past 
week. Rainfall has been light and 
consisting mostly of scattered show- 
ers in the eastern portions of 
Kansas, Nebraska, Oklahoma and 
Texas. No important precipitation 
was received in the dry areas in 
the western portions of the latter 
two states. 

Crop conditions in general in the 
Southwest are very favorable, and 
the outlook at the present time is 
for a large total yield 

The Kansas outlook is exceptional- 
ly good everywhere except in a few 
counties in the extreme southwestern 
part of the state, and even there the 
condition is not indicative of a failure 
Some brown spots are appearing in 
fields in the south central area, and 
there is some dispute as to the sig- 
nificance and cause of this condition, 
but it is not sufficiently widespread to 
cause any alarm at present. 

Generally, the Oklahoma crop con- 
dition is good, although moisture is 
needed in the West and there has 
been some acreage abandonment in 
the Panhandle counties. 

Western Texas is still too dry for 
wheat, especially the area just south 
of the northern Panhandle tip. High 
winds have caused damage, and there 
will be considerable acreage abandon- 
ment. In central Texas the moisture 
condition is much better as a result 
of recent rains. As a whole, the state 
outlook for wheat is below normal 
by a substantial margin, but there is 
much improvement over last year and 
a chance for a considerably bigger 
crop than the 1951 failure 

Nebraska and Colorado conditions 
are generally very good, and produc- 
tion should exceed last year

Anthrax Outbreak 





of the Ohio order, signed by H. S 
Foust, director of the division of ani- 
mal industry of the Ohio Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, reads as follows 
“No bone meal, or bones in any form, 
imported from any foreign country 
intended for use as animal feedstuffs, 
including mineral or as fertil- 
to be admixed

izers, admixed with, or 
with, other ingredients intended for 
use as animal feedstuffs or as fertiliz- 
ers, shall be moved into or within 
the state of Ohio during the emer- 
gency 

Ohio declared the situation an 
emergency, stating that because the 


presence of anthrax in several coun- 
ties had occurred, and that investiga- 
tion had shown the disease had spread 
through the movement of certain 
feedstuffs of animal origin, an emer- 
gency was recognized to prevent the 
further development and spread of 
the disease. 

Persons owning such bone materials 
in Ohio cannot make use of their 
product until the owner furnishes the 
director of agriculture with evidence 
that the material has been processed 
in a manner rendering it free from 
anthrax 

The Ohio order provided that any 
contaminated bags would be steril- 
ized or destroyed, and that animals 
which died from anthrax should be 
disposed of properly. 

The orders from the states grew out 
of meetings with representatives 
of the American Feed Manufacturers 
Assn., American Veterinary Medical 
Assn., and the American Meat Insti- 
tute. The Illinois meeting was held 
in Chicago March 31, and the Ohio 
meeting was held in Columbus, Ohio, 
April 1. 

Walter C. Berger, AFMA president, 
Chicago, recommends that all persons 
having an interest in the feed indus- 
try follow the directives of the states. 
He says also that he believes that 
feed manufacturers already have been 
doing what the states order, and that 
probably no foreign bone meal has 
been used in manufactured feeds in 
the last two weeks, or since the finger 
of suspicion first was pointed at the 
material 

Only a few new cases of anthrax 
have been reported in the affected 
states this week. The used bag order 
by Illinois resulted from a case of 
anthrax which was thought to be 
caused by feeding of soybean oil meal, 
which had been shipped in used bags. 
Another case this week was believed 
to have been produced by the feed- 
ing of soybean oil mix, which had 


been blended with imported bone 
meal. 
The restriction against fertilizer 


made by Ohio this week is a new 
development. It is said to have grown 
out of the discovery of anthrax cases 
in which formula feeds could not be 
called the origin. 

In Washington, wild rumors seem 
to have taken emphasis over fact in 
the anthrax outbreak according to 
government officials who are deeply 
concerned but not alarmed over the 
present conditions. 

New reports said that Congress 
was going to intervene and investi- 
gate conditions. That report was in- 
correct. The House Agriculture Com- 
mittee is aware of the situation, as 
well as of the Canadian hoof and 
mouth disease outbreak, and has dis- 
cussed the problem in closed sessions 

At USDA, officials say that the 
anthrax situation, while dangerous, is 
not out of hand. They fear that un- 
reliable and unconfirmed reports 
might provoke panic conditions among 
swine raisers 

Resolutions asking for regulation 
of bone meal imports were adopted at 
a March 27 meeting in Washington, 
attended by members of the US. 
Livestock Sanitary Assn. represent- 
ing 16 states; officials of the USDA, 
the army, U.S. Public Health Admin- 
istration, Surgeon General's Office 





and the Food & Drug Administration, 
and representatives of the American 
Feed Manufacturers Assn., American 
Meat Institute and American Veter- 
inary Medical Assn. (See story on 
page 1 of March 29 issue of Feed- 
stuffs.) 

At the extraordinary March 27 ses- 
sion, it was indicated that the an- 
thrax infection in swine in Illinois, In- 
diana and Ohio appeared to have 
come from two shipments of imported 
bone meal from Belgian sources. It 
was further reported that some of 
the bags in which the allegedly in- 
fected meal was received bore stamps 
indicating that part of the bone meal 
may have originated in India or 
Afghanistan 

Present import regulations on bone 
meal and bone products require a con- 
sular’s certificate showing that the 
bone meal has been subjected to a heat 
treatment of 156° F., a regulation de- 
signed to control hoof and mouth dis- 
ease and rinderpest. The BAI report- 
ed at the session that 156° F. is in- 
sufficient to destroy anthrax spores 
and that any change in present regu- 
lations would require action by Con- 
gress. 

Five new outbreaks of anthrax were 
identified in swine by practicing vet- 
erinarians in five Illinois counties 
during the two weeks ending March 
28, according to Dr. P. D. Beamer, 
University of Illinois college of vet- 
erinary medicine. The veterinary col- 
lege and other laboratories have con- 
firmed the diagnosis of anthrax on 57 
farms since August. 

According to reports, about 300 
hogs in 42 Ohio counties, out of a 
State total of approximately 3 mil- 
lion hogs, have been afflicted with the 
disease 

At the Warren County Fairgrounds 
at Lebanon, Ohio, 250 hogs believed 
to have the disease were slaughtered 
in a pit and covered with lime. How- 
ard M. Stolle, owner of the animals, 
placed their value at more than 
$8,000.

increases slightly the cost of produc- 
ing eggs, he said. The body weight 
is heavier and the condition of the 
birds better when they receive pellets. 

Prof. Insko said no one method of 
feeding hens has been devised that 
produces the greatest profits in terms 
of high egg production, low mortal- 
ity, low labor cost and high hatch- 
ability. He thought pasture mixtures 
of grasses and legumes cover up a 
multitude of sins in raising chickens. 

Calf Feeding 

Dr. J. W. Hibbs of Ohio State Uni- 
versity discussed raising calves on a 
high roughage system. His method 
includes minimum feeding of the co- 
lostrum milk, then  hand-feeding 
whole milk for six weeks and switch- 
ing to hay and grain in the seventh 
week. The colostrum is fed at least 
three times. 

By the end of the seventh week, 
under Dr. Hibbs’ system, the calf's 
stomach has been transformed from 
that of a nonruminant to that of a 
full-fledged ruminant capable of han- 
dling grain and roughage. He detailed 
the results of experiments in a low- 
cost high-roughage system used at 
the Ohio Experiment Station, based 
on early development of the rumen 
function. 

The calves were rumen inoculated 
with “cud” material from older cat- 
tle, which provided typical rumen 
microorganisms. A simple, relatively 
low-protein grain mixture can be 
used and milk need be fed only seven 
weeks, Dr. Hibbs said. In the Ohio 
tests, both Holstein and Jersey calves 
gained at a cost of 15¢ Ib. 

“Nutrients Produced in the Rumen 
by Bacteria” was the subject of an 
address by Dr. Lorraine S. Gall, direc- 
tor of the National Dairy Research 
Laboratories at Oakdale, Long Island,

Distillers’ By-Products 


The place of distillers’ by-products 


in stock feeding was discussed by Dr 
Philip J. Schaible of Cincinnati, ex- 
ecutive director of the Distillers 
Feed Research Council. 

“Grain, feed and livestock 
tions are big business in Kentucky,” 
he told the feed men, “and this is 
true likewise of the distilling indus- 
try, since over half of the beverage 
distilling capacity of the US. is lo- 
cated within the borders of this 
state.” 

Dr. Schaible reported on a survey 
which showed that Kentucky distill- 
ers in one recent year purchased 20 
million bushels of grain, manufac- 
tured 118,000 tons of dried distillers’ 
feeds, supplied undried stillage suffi- 
cient to feed 42,000 cattle, 19,000 hogs 
and thousands of head of other stock 


opera- 





By-products of the distilling indus- 


try which were formerly wasted and 
a source of pollution of streams now 
are recovered as valuable feeding 
stuffs, Dr. Schaible pointed out. He 
said these by-products are good for 
all kinds of stock. His talk covered 
by-product feeding tests of cattle, 
hogs and poultry. 


Feed Technology Course 


Loren V. Burns, head of the feed 
technology program at Kansas State 
College, told of the course in feed 
technology at Kansas State and of 
a pilot feed mill to be established 
there. He said the object of the course 
was to provide basic training in 
science, engineering and nutrition 
fundamental to formula feed opera- 


tions and then to add specialized 
training in feed technology and pro 
auction 

The pilot mill will be a vital part 
of the training at Manhattan and 
also will be used in the investigation 
of feed manufacturing and 
in feed production problems. Said Mr 
Burns:

“Coupled with the associated lab 
oratories, biological facilities and ex- 
periment station farm operations at 
the Kansas State Agricultural Col- 
lege, the feed industry is provided 
with an incomparable unit for the in- 
vestigation and development of all 
phases of feed manufacturing.

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INDUSTRY DISSATISFIED WITH 
PROPOSED STORAGE AGREEMENT 


Fate of 1952-53 Contract Still Uncertain After Chicago 
Sessions; Warehousemen Object to 
Proposed Rate Structure 


CHICAGO—The fate of the Uni- 
form Grain Storage Agreement for 
1952-53 was left high in the air after 
a full day of wrangling between Pro- 
duction & Marketing Administration 
officials and grain warehousing indus- 
try representatives at the Commodity 
Credit Corp. offices in Chicago on 
March 31. 

Industry spokesmen frankly admit- 
ted that they left the conference with 
a feeling of frustration and futility. 
Warehousemen were unanimous in 
their disapproval of the rate struc- 
ture as presented by the CCC in a 
draft of the agreement. 

It was apparent that government 
officials themselves were not agreed 
on the new contract. After a full 
morning of discussion, with William 
McArthur, deputy director of the 
PMA grain branch, Washington, act- 
ing as moderator and spokesman for 
the government, Elmer Kruse, assist- 
ant administrator of PMA for com- 
modity operations, presented propos- 
als which were at variance with the 
draft of a storage contract offered 
earlier by Mr. McArthur. These pro- 
posals were a surprise to industry 
representatives, and it was thought 
they were a surprise to Mr. Mc- 
Arthur. 

A task force, which met in the late 
afternoon after the full session, broke 
up on a note of indecision. No date 
was set for another meeting. Neither 
industry nor the government had had 
an opportunity to study Mr. Kruse's 
proposals, and both parties were pow- 
erless to act. It was felt that Mr. 
Kruse had pulled the rug out from 
under Mr. McArthur, especially by of- 
fering a uniform rate for each day 
grain is held in storage, instead of an 
accelerated rate for the first few 
months, and a lower rate near the end 
of the year. The latter method was 
followed on the draft presented by 
Mr. McArthur earlier. 


Disappointment from Start 


Disappointment was obvious from 
the start of the meeting. Industry 
men were puzzled over the method 
the CCC used to arrive at the agree- 
ment offered, especially after they 
had spent several grueling sessions 
with the government officials trying 
to work out equitable rates. 

The big change in the agreement 
being worked out over the preceding 
ones consists in a switch to a per 
diem basis of charges, as opposed to 
the accelerated rate of the previous 
agreements. Under the accelerated 
rate the warehouseman earned all his 
money in the first 210 days, with 
the remainder of the year free time 
for the government. 

Under the government's proposal, 
industry spokesmen say that if the 
grain were to be carried a full year, 
probably a slight increase in rates 
would be the result. However, be- 
cause of the fact that not much grain 
is carried for a full year, the new 
agreement actually constitutes a re- 
duction in rates. The purpose of all 
the meetings was to get an increase 
in rates for handling government 
grain. 

Robert C. Woodworth, Cargill, Ine., 
Minneapolis, first vice president of the 
Terminal Elevator Grain Merchants 
Assn., Minneapolis, presented the case 
for the terminal operators. He was 
backed up by Frank A. Theis, presi- 
dent, Simonds - Shields - Theis Grain 
Co., Inc., Kansas City, who is also 
president of the TEGMA. 

Mr. Woodworth said that his asso- 
ciation is dissatisfied with the pro- 
posed aagreement, pointing out his 
statements on increased costs already 
given at previous meetings. He 





termed the schedule of rates inade- 
quate. He said the proposal fails to 
give an increase during the period 
over which charges were made in 
the past, and in actual operations 
would constitute a reduction in rates. 

Mr. Kruse told the group that 
he had been under close questioning 
concerning CCC operations by mem- 
bers of Congress, and had to return 
to Washington the following day for 
another session with a Senate com- 
mittee. He left no doubt that CCC 
operations were under close scrutiny 
by an economy minded Congress, 
made even more so by recent grain 
handling scandals. 

He gave a list of seven require- 
ments which warehousemen probably 
would be required to fulfill before 
they could be approved for govern- 
ment grain. They are: 

1. Physical plant and equipment 
must qualify on inspection. 

2. The warehouseman and employ- 
ees must demonstrate ability and 
experience to do the job properly. 

3. Must be licensed by federal and 
local authorities. 

4. Must offer a financial statement. 

5. Must have a record of compli- 
ance with previous contracts if they 
have stored for the government pre- 
viously. 

6. Must comply with all regulations 
of the applicable licensing authority 
or correct conditions which led to a 
revocation. 

7. The warehouseman must not be 
a party to a fraudulent or criminal 
case pending before the Department 
of Justice and must never have 
been. 

Mr. Kruse said that the tightened 
policy of the CCC will include a 
quarterly inspection or check-up on 
grain in storage and will call for an 
annual weigh-up. He explained that 
the per diem basis of rates was taken 
to cut office work and hold down 
expenses. He agreed that costs have 
gone up. Mr. Kruse agreed that the 
government proposal probably could 
be revised to adjust the in rate, also 
the loading out rate, and establish a 
uniform rate for each day the grain 
is carried. 

Country elevator operators espe- 
cially were strong in their disapprov- 
al of the proposal. Spokesman for 
that group was Robert G. Cargill, 
Victoria Elevator Co., Minneapolis. 

As the day drew near an end, the 
problem of finding a meeting ground 
was turned over to a task force, com- 
posed of representatives of the gov- 
ernment and industry. Representing 
the government were the following 
Washington men: Mr. McArthur, P. M. 
O'Leary, William J. Wilson and John 
Barton. 

Representing the terminal elevator 
operators were: Mr. Woodworth, Mr. 
Theis and W. B. Lathrop, Burrus 
Mills, Inc., Dallas; country elevators, 
Mr. Cargill, Joseph B. Gregg, Morri- 
son-Gregg-Mitchell Grain Co., Kansas 
City, and K. K. Smith, Kimball Mill- 
ing Co., Ft. Worth. Also sitting in 
with the industry representatives 
was Lloyd N. Case, secretary of the 
Minneapolis Terminal Elevator Assn 

The joint meeting during the day 
was attended by around 75 members 
of the industry and PMA. Texas, 
which has many country elevator op- 
erators, was represented by around 
20 persons

of the general greening up of pas- 
tures. Prime disappointment of the 
year was the hog feed market. De- 
mand was slow and much of the feed 
that currently is being moved is the 
result of hard salesmanship and ex- 
pensive promotion. Sow numbers are 
down and the spring pig crop will be 
reduced materially in the Southwest. 
Unfortunately feed prices are too 
high for the hog feeder to show a 
profit at present ratios 

Prices again were higher this week. 
Some mills reported unchanged lev- 
els on a few items, but most were up 
as much as $1 ton on a majority of 
their mixes. Production averaged 
barely five days, with little or no over- 
time required. 


Northeast 


Formula feed production this week 
was more or less on the spotty side. 
Some mills reported full working 
time while others were struggling 
along on shortened time. Despite the 
diminished returns from the chickens 
on account of the low prices received 
for eggs, poultry feeds and starters 
were the best production item of the 
week. Dairy feed demand continues 
at a steady level, due to the consistent 
demand for milk and its by-products 
in this area. With the advent of 
warmer weather, dairy herds will be 
turned out to pasture and mills an- 
ticipate a drop in demand for the 
formula feeds 

There is a feeling among the chick- 
en growers that egg prices have 
about touched bottom for the time 
being, at least, and the commercial 
growers are making plans to take on 
an unusually large number of young 
chicks. Broiler raisers in this area 
are also planning a more active sales 
campaign, and it is thought that this 
area will develop into a substantial 
broiler growing section. Recent agri- 
cultural meetings have emphasized 
the subject of raising broilers, and 
this is beginning to have its effect on 
increasing production possibilities. 

Protein feeds continue to be very 
scarce items and although the con- 
centrates are partially filling the bill, 
the loss is keenly felt. Mills not al- 





ready contracted ahead are turning 
strictly to using the concentrates and 
seem to be satisfied with results. Mill- 
feeds were in fair to good demand 
and with production down somewhat 
the market steadied. Prices were 
about unchanged from last week 


Southeast 


Feed business in the Southeast this 
week was featured by an improve- 
ment in demand for formula dairy 
feeds. Consumer inventories had been 
allowed to reach a minimum because 
dairymen were inclined to make 
their feed stretch, pending the ar- 
rival of spring pastures. Grass is now 
beginning to show up well in most 
areas 

A fairly good supply of damaged 
corn in most southeastern states is 
helping to sustain feeders and keep 
their formula feed requirements to 
a minimum. On the other hand, farm 
supplies of small grains are small 

Reports from manufacturers indi- 
cate that feed mills are running 
steadily, but they lack consumer de- 
mand sufficient to enable more than 
a five-day production week 

The reduction in the spring pig 
crop is having some effect upon de- 
mand for swine rations. A number of 
manufacturers say that their custo- 
mers are buying less hog supplements 
which cuts back their production 

Due to the weakness in egg mar- 
kets, there is a noticeable decline in 
demand for laying mashes. However, 
in spite of weaker broiler prices, 
both chick placements and hatchings 
continue heavy, which make for good 
business on formula broiler feeds 
Production of broiler mashes varies 
from week to week with individual 
feed manufacturers, depending upon 
their ability or inclinations to finance 
broiler deals in the commercial poul- 
try areas. 

Cottonseed oil meal is now looked 
upon as “gold” when it can be found 
The improvement in demand for dairy 
feeds has caused an increasing de- 
mand for this oil meal which cannot 
be filled. Oil mills say they have no 
cottonseed oil meal for sale and little 
outlook for additional free supplies 
Most mills have either closed or will 
soon cease their operations and have 
available only very small lots which 
they intend to hold for local demand. 
This situation has caused an increased 
consumption of peanut oil meal in 
dairy formulas as well as poultry and 
swine rations. Only minor offerings of 
southern soybean oil meal] are in the 
market. Generally, southeastern feed 
manufacturers have been reluctant to 
book western soybean oi] meal mix- 
tures 


Central States 


Formula feed business is running 
at about the same low level which 
has prevailed for the last three weeks 
in the central states area, although 
manufacturers are confidently ex- 
pecting a turn. A barely perceptible 
improvement over a week ago is re- 
ported by some mixers for the cur- 
rent period 

Many obstacles are in the way of 
an improvement in mixed feed de- 
mand, but the industry as a whole is 
expecting the spring spurt to get un- 
der way almost momentarily. It is 
late this year, they say. 

They point out that hog, cattle, 
turkey and broiler prices are low, 
which works against dealers and 
feeders building up a backlog of 
supplies. However, reports indicate 
that dealer stocks are working down 
to a level where replacement buying, 
at least, is necessary. 

Another factor which is working 
against the normal spring upturn of 
feeding is the anthrax situation. 
However, industry leaders say that as 
soon as the facts are found and cir- 
culated, this no longer will be a 
problem 

A quarantine on Canadian screen- 
ings is affecting the price of cattle 
and dairy feeds. The demand which 
usually is filled from across the bor- 
der sources is being shunted to do- 
mestic supplies of oat clips and other 
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similar items used in cattle and dairy 
rations, causing prices to zoom. Prices 
on some feeds of that nature are 
$5@6 ton higher this week. 

Despite many statements of slow 
business, however, March volume of 
feed business in this area showed 
some improvement over the same 
month a year ago, although below ex- 
pectations 


Pacifie Northwest 


The formula feed business contin- 
ued very quiet in the Pacific North- 
west with terminal millers reporting 
that retail demand has not yet picked 
up. With all markets exhibiting signs 
of easiness, consumers are not in- 
clined to buy, and feed millers are 


confining purchases of supplies to 
close-in requirements and run- 
ning their inventories down in order 
to be able to replace with lower 
priced merchandise 

Feeding ratios continue good for 
dairymen but unfavorable for broiler 
and egg producers. Lower formula 
feed prices are helping a little to off- 
set present unfavorable feeding ratios 
for poultrymen, but hatcheries con- 
tinue to report dull business, with 
numerous cancellations. 

Grain and formula feed prices de- 
clined an average of $2 ton during 
the week. Weather conditions have 
been mild all winter. Dairymen have 
had their animals on pasture for the 
past six weeks, but continued cool- 
ness will probably delay delivery of

two or three weeks 
normal, so it is expected 
starter business will not 
be evident for another three or four 
The hay market is the only 
one which showed any strength, mov- 
ng up about $4 ton. The price raise 
was much to heavy de- 
mand as to a dearth of supplies. New 
crop hay should be available in an- 
other six weeks 


Ohio Valley 


Demand for formula feeds in the 
Ohio Valley eased off this week, with 
manufacturers blaming this 
business recession on the publicity 
accompanying the outbreak of an- 
thrax in the hog population
